Chandrapeeda, the hero of the first 
story in this collection, was known for 
his sense of justice. He belonged to the 
Karkot or Naga dynasty and ruled for over 
eight years (713-722). 


Jayapeeda, the hero of the second 
story, was the grandson of the famous 
Lalitaditva, Chandrapeeda's younger brother. 
He ruled for over 30 years (770-800).

Yashaskaradeva, the subject of the 
third story, founded a dynasty that is 
named after him. Son of a brahmin treasurer, 
he came to power in A.D. 939 and ruled 
for over eight years.
